It was shortly after 11:3 when the 
auto party left O’Brien’s saloon, ac- 
cording to police information, and about 
10 minutes later Mrs. “atherine Ha- 
gerty of 282 Gamble street and her 
daughter, Marie, heard an auto stop at 
thé side of their! home, in Glasgow ave- 
nue. Later, when they looked from a 
window they saw Carroll lying in the 
gutter, leaning against a tree stump. 
A policeman was bending over him. 
The patrolman had been sent from the 
Dayton Street Station In response to 
an anonymous telephone message that a 
man had’ been shot at-that corner. 
Mies Marie Hagerty summoned a 
priest from St. Bridget’a church and 
Carroll was rushed to the city hospital. 
He died there an hour later without 
regaining consciousness. 

Thomas Noohan, whose auto was 
found abandoned with red spots some- 
where upon it, at Cass and Jefferson 
avenues, Tuesday morning and who was 
held for investigation as to the machine, 
was released after a few ‘hours of

Crest of Flood Yet to Come, 
but City Has Situation 
Well in Hand.

(In response to a request for an authorita- 
tive statement as to conditions in Cairo, 
Mayor Parsons today telephoned the follow- 
ing to the Post-Dispatch.) 

CAIRO, Iil., April 2.—Although Cairo is 
surrounded by the most menacing flood 
in its history, with higher water com- 
ing, we believe we have the situation 


well in hand. 

The river at:Cairo stood at 54.1 feet at 
10 a. m. This is a rise of nine-tenths of 
a foot in 24 hours, which is not as great 
as the preceding 24 hours. 

It is probable that. we will have a 
stage of 56 feet, but to offset this we 
hope tonight to be in a position to meet 
a stage of 58 feet. The crest of the 
flood should be here Friday or Saturday. 

The drainage district levees gave way 
early today,’ flooding a large district 
north of Cairo. This does not endanger 
Cairo in any way, and for the moment 
relieved the water pressure. 

The levee at Bird’s Point, Mo.,. broke 
during the night, we are informed, flood- 
ing a large area. This also lowered the 
water a fraction of an inch. 

Some water is beginning to seep into 
Cairo, but our streets are dry, and we 
expect to keep them. dry. 

We have plenty of men to work on 
levees and to fill bags. We probably 
will need more materials, particularly 
rock and sand. | 

A Government boat, due today, prob- 
ably will bring them. We are now cut 
off from the outside by train service, all 
tracks being under water. 

We have plenty of supplies and expect 
to come through virtually; dry-shod.

RISE FOR FIVE DAYS 
FORECAST AT CAIRO 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—This is to- 
day’s special flood bulletin from the 
Weather Bureau: 

“The Ohio River at Cincinnati has 


fallen .3 foot since Tuesday morning; 
at Louisville it is practically stationary 
at 45 feet, 17 feet above the flood stage. 

“The stage at Cairo Wednesday morn- 
ing was 654.1 feet, 9.1 above the flood 
stage, and rising. The Mississippi at S<. 
Louis and Chester, Ill.. is slowly falling. 

“The Wabash and the Tennessee are 
also falling, and the Cumberland. at 
Nashville is about at a stand. On the 
ather hand, the, crest of the flood in 
the Ohio is yet about five days away 
from Cairo, so that it seems reasonable 
to expect a slow -rise at Cairo, pro- 
vided the levees hold. 

“The present stage at Cairo seems to 
be at least a foot higher than it would 
be, due to natural causes. This is a”- 
counted for by’ the fact that the -Mis- 
sissippi above Cairo is somewhat over 
a 20-foot stage. 

“It is impossible to forecast accu- 
rately a crest stage at Cairo. Present 
indications point to a slow rise during 
the next five days, provided the levees 
hold and rainfall in important wat yn: 
does not occur. 

“Conditions in the Mississippi shit 
Cairo remain unchanged. Barring fur- 
ther rainfall, stages between Mempitis 
and New Orleans, slightly below the 
flood of 1912, have been forecast.” 


Crest In Ohio Has Not Yet Reached 
Catro. 
By Asenciated Press: 
CAIRO, Iill., April 2.—Cairo today had 
a little respite from its flood scare. The 
Ohio waters were at a standstill from 
midnight. The reading at that hour 
was 54 and the gauge showed a little 
less at 7 o'clock today. The relief was 
only temporary. Engineers give as the 
cause. the passing of the crest in the 
Wabash high water. The crest of the 
Ohio River flood waters is still to come. 
Another cause for the standstill of the 
river gauge Was the fact that a vast 
volume of water had been diverted to 
the lowlands of the drainage district. It 
was reported the water in that section 
was flowing over the Big Four tracks 
for a distance of three-fourths of a 
mile. 
Officials responsible for the reinforce- 
ment of the levees did not allow work 
to abate; even though the rise had 
stopped. Regular train service into the 
city wae not resumed today. Only work 
trains came in. The sand hauled on 
these was rapidly placed on the levees 
by a big force of workmen.

Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Hall got an admission from Gard- 
ner, after repeated questions, that 30,000 
shares of stock had been placed in the 
hands of three bankers in Alabama with- 
out the payment of any cash or the 
giving of any notes. The stock was 
valued at its face at $750,000 at that time, 
the stock having been sold at $25 a 
share. The testimony showed that 
Gardner, in the advertisements of the 
companies, stated that this stock had 
been sold to the bankers. 


To Be Held Until Sold, 
The bankers who held the stock were 


W. W. Crawford, Birmingham, Ala.; 
Hubbard and Jones, Montgomery, Ala., 
and J. W. Whiting, Mobile, Ala., Gard- 
ner testified. Gardner then told the 
jury that this stock had been placed 
with these bankers to hold until agents 
could sell the stock, and .that the 
bankers were to become custodians of 
the money and forward it to the treas- 
ury of the insurance companies. 

Several witnesses have testified during 
the trial that they were compelled to 
pay cash or give notes for the stock 
they purchased, and that they were told 
that no stock was issued without pay- 
ment of cash or negotiable notes. The 
trustees were required to buy at least 
100 shares of stock each before becom- 
ing an office- in the companies. ‘ 

Hall called Gardner’s attention to the 
insurance laws of Missouri, in which 
it is required that stock subscribed must 
be paid for either in cash or secured 
notes in the formation of a new com- 
pany. He asked Gardner if any secured 
notes were given in payment of stock in 
the twin companies. 

Gardner answered that only two se- 
cured notes were given, to his knowl- 
edge, they being given by J. A. Hick- 
man of Tuxico, Mo., and Walter J. Mil- 
ler of Lamar, Mo., who later became 
president of the companies. 

Gardner testified that he and his wife 
subscribed for 1000 shares each, valued 
at $25,000, but had not paid for it in cash 
or secured notes. He said that he took 
credit on the books of the companies for 
$5000 on his stock, deducting that amount 
from what he considered was due him 
in commissions and expenses advanced 
in forming the company. 

Says Miller Promised Cash. 

Miller purchased 10,000 shares and 
Gardner later subscribed for 30,000 shares 
without the payment of cash, according 
to Gardner. He testified that he allowed 
Miller $50,000 on his stock subscription, 
waiving his commission of that amount 
on the sale. He declared he waived this 
commission, because Miler promised to 
pay $200,000 cash into the company in 
payment of the stock, so that the com- 
pany could begin to do business right 
away. 

Hall announced Wednesday that there 
will be little rebuttal testimony and it 
is expected that arguments to the jury 
will be begun Thursday. 


BURIAL OF KING GEORGE 
AN IMPOSING CEREMONY 


ATHENS, Greece, April 2.—Such an 
imposing ceremonial as today marked 
the burial of King George of Greece 
was never before witnessed in mod- 
ern Athens, 

The procession was of great length, 
including a striking mingling of many 
Eastern and Western nationalities. 
The Royal Princess of Greece and the 
missions representing the courts of 
Europe and the states of the Ameri- 
can Hemisphere, joined with deputa- 
tions from European Turkey, fron 
the islands of the Aegean Sea and 
from Asia Minor, each in distinctive 
national dress. 

At the head of the procession was the 
coffin, borne on a gun carriage and fol- 
lowed by King Constantine, the Crown 
Prince, and other royal Princes. 

A prominent feature of the proces- 
sion was the “Holy Standard” of the 
Greeks, which never before had left its 
resting place in the church specially 
built for it at the inception of the 
Greek Kingdom,

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The it vesti- 
gation by Commissioner Harlan f the 
Interstate Commerce Commissio) into 
the practice of Colorado railro¢ds of 
giving free transportation, has b ought 
sensational results. Criminal indict- 
ments of large shippers and the offend- 
ing carriers have been returned. 

Commissioner Harlan personally con- 
Gucted an investigation and, in his own 
characterization of the situation, he ‘“‘de- 
veloped violations of the law on an ex- 
traordinary scale.’’ Harlan says, in a 
preliminary report handed down today, 
that “in one month over a single rail- 
road 7000 trips were made on passes. 

Not only shippers who controlled rout- 
ing of traffic in any appreciable quan- 
tity were favored at all times, but even 
public officials, careless “alike of duty, 
morals and danger,’ accepted and even 
demanded these favors of the carriers. 

“The record shows that Judges, State 
officials, members of the Legislature, 
county and municipal officers, including 
Mayors and Aldermen have very gener- 
ally made use of passes. Not only has 
this been the case, but the record shows 
that where passes were not volunteered, 
they were asked for by public officials. 
Even Judges have not hesitated to pur- 
sue this course. 

“Personal requests by judges upon car- 
riers for passes are disclosed by the 
record, accompanied by expressions of 
their sense of obligation for such fav®rs 
granted to them both before and after 
they went on the bench. 

“All classes joined in the orgy of petty 
graft, at once sacrificing rightful rev- 
enues of the carriers, discriminating 
against all small shippers and demoraliz- 
ing all public officials, including the 
Legislature and the bench.” t 

Commissioner Harlan says the Colo- 
rado carriers have given assurance that 
they will conform their future prac- 
tices to the rulings of the Commission 
in pass matters. The report does not 
disclose what further steps may be tak- 
en toward other violations of law un- 
covered in course of the investigation, 
but a final report is promised to make 
clear the views of the Commission on 
this forbidden traffic in transporta- 
tion.

Party Sweeps Chicago and Win 
in Quincy, Pana, Kinmundy 
and Robinson. 


CHICAGO, April 2.—Democrats made 
considerable gains in the elections in 
many Illinois towns in yesterday’s elev- 
Quincy, Pana, Kinmundy and 
Robinson were among the cities which 
went for the Democrats, while Kewanee 
and Greenville were among the towns 
won by the Republicans. 

Murphysboro remained wet and We- 
nona and Lostant voted dry. 

Democrats here swept the city, ‘re- 
turning 22 Aldermen and the Superior 
Court Judge, City Clerk and City Treas- 
urer. The proposed bond issue of $2,- 
880,000, urged by the Hearst-Harrison 
faction of the Democratic party, car- 
ried by a small margin. 

Republicans elected 11 Aldermen, Pro- 
gressives three and Independents one. 
The Progressive candidates in other 
wards were outvoted by the Republicans 
by nearly three to one. The Socialist 
vote was consistently scattered and was 
not far below the Progressive total. 

The single Independent candidate to 
be elected is Alderman Charles E. Mer- 
riam, a professor at the University of 
Chicago and until recently a Progres- 
Sive leader. 

QUINCY—The Democrats made a 
clean sweep, electing all of their candi- 
dates with the exception of one Alder- 
man. William K. Abbott, Democrat, for 
Mayor, has a plurality 2000 over W. 
E. Kendall on the Citizens’ ticket, The

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THE MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 

The flaw in Dr. Simon's record is chiefly ac- 
countable for his defeat in a Democratic year 
when some of the best men on his ticket were 
elected. His intimate political supporters helped 
to pull him down. | 

The vicious fight made against him on re- 
ligious grounds may have contributed to his de- 
feat, but the probability is that he was helped 
rather than hurt by that attack. The returns 
indicate that the independent Democratic voters 
who refused to condone his offictal offenses de- 
feated him. The evidently large Republican 
vote for Dr. Simon was offset by a heavy Demo- 
cratic defection. 

Mr. Kfel’s excellent personal character and 
reputation as a clean, capable business man con- 
tributed much to his success. Mr. Koeln reaped 
the reward of a good official record. The face 
of the unofficial returns indicate that in the new 
politics a flawless record is a necessary asset for 
success at the polls. 

The election of three Democratic Councilmen 
and of a Democratic majority in the House of 
Delegates, with a mixed list of administrative 
officers, is a rebuke to the Republican party and 
a guarantee that public welfare, not partisan ad- 
vantage, must govern the incoming administra- 
tion. Harmonious co-operation can be attained 
only in measures which are unquestionably for 
the public interest. Partisanship must be thrust 
aside. 

The significant feature of the election is ‘the 
practical disappearance of the Progressive party. 
The Progressive vote dropped from 25,000 to less 
than 5000 within six months. That the Pro- 
gressives did not return in « body to the Repub- 
lican party is proved by the tremendcus reduc- 
tion in the Republican vote of two years ago. 
The Democratic 
gains indicate that many Progressives voted with 
the Democrats. The result places the two old 
parties on a parity and gives the balance of 
power in the city to the independent vote for 
which St. Louisans have reason to be thankful. 

Mr. Gerhart polled the full vote of the obstruc- 
tive element of which he is the recognized leader. 
He may have received part of the Socialist vote. 
His: own vote, combined with that of the Social- 
ist ticket, represents about the nominal Socialist 
strength. The result justifies the Post-Dispatch’s 
repeated statement that. the Gerhart following 
would have been powerless to défeat progressive 
measures without the aid of the regular party or- 
ganizations. The returns dispgse of the Gerhart 
obstructionists and place the respontibility where 
it belongs. The way is cleared for the work of 
improvement whieh St. Louis ‘ceeds. 3

tion. 3 
The plan aims to make one court of the nine 
divisions of the Circuit bench, instead of nine in- 
dependént courts. All cases will be assigned to 
the Presiding Judge until the moment they are 
ready for trial. Then ,they/will be reassigned. by 
him to the other court rooyhs as Judges have time 
available for hearing them. All motions and 
questions preliminary to trial will be decided by 
the Presiding Judge. The time of all the other 
Judges, instead of being broken into with argu- 
ments on motions, will \e devoted to the trial of 
cases. 
The plan will give a better distribution of duties 
among the Judges. It will correlate and syste- 
matize the work of the several divisions. One divi- 
sion will not be overworked while one or more 
others are wasting time. It ought to effect large 
savings in the fees of jurymen and witnesses, ban- 
ish many common causes of the law’s delay, and 
generally promote the interests of litigants and 
lawyers. 
All this can be done by simple expedient of 
changes in the rules of the court by the Court 
itself. In other words, the Court is reforming 
itself. The wonder is that it was not done long 
ago.

Promotion in in igh Schools.

I wish to speak of some of the defects of the 
present promotion system as it affects the high 
schools. We have in our high schools, besides a 
principal and assistant principal, several head as- 
sistants, first, second, third, fourth and fifth as- 
sistants. Teachers, when employed are assigned 
to one of these ranks and in that rank they re- 
main until recommended by their principal for 
promotion to the next rank. That is the genefal 
plan—well enough for a small town, but anti- 
quated in 8t. Louis. 

In schools whére upwards of 45 teachers are 
engaged, where the principal's time is so taken 
up with matters of school organization, discip- 
line, supplies, annual reports, social functions 
and numerous other duties, that he seldom even 
sees the large majority of his teachers, except as 
they enter and leave the building, and has no 
time to visit their classes except for 10 minutes 
a term, how can promotions made upon his rec- 
ommendations be just? 

Ask even the most narrow-minded, self-satis- 
fied teachers, who have reached one of. the 
higher ranks, whether this is in truth a merit 
system and, in nine cases out of 10, they will an- 
swer in the negative with a smile at your cred- 
ulity. Is promotion looked upon as an honor? 
Congratulate a newly promoted teacher and hear 
him say: “Please don’t; this is no honor.” If 
this supposed merit system is not a merit sys- 
tem, can it be an incentive to good work? Im- 
agine, if you can, the feelings of a very efficient 
teacher, who year’ after year, remains in the 
same rank (either because the principal has 
taken some pérsonal dislike to him or because 
he has failed to appreciate his superior qualties) 
when he sees teachers, very much his. inferior, 
rise to the higher ranks (perhaps because of 
their usefulness as private detectives for the 
principal or because of their powerful political 
friends). Will the teacher,

Limitation of National Bank Security.

THE DR. FRIEDMANN SERUM. 
From the Kansas City Star. 

The private records furnished by Dr. 
Friedmann have proved unsatisfactory 
tu investigators. They have found nu- 
merous cases in Berlin which he treated 
with no benefit. He produces a few 
which he says he cured. Every doctor, 
cf course, has cases in which the pa- 
tients have ma‘jle.a complete recovery. 
Tuberculosis is curable in the early 
stages. 

The novelty in Friedmann’s treatment 
is in the use of a turtle, which he has 
inoculated, and from which be has ob- 
tained the vaccine which he has inject- 
ed into sufferers from tuberculosis. Now 
there is a bare chance that the turtle 
may be the one creature needed. But it 
is only a bare chance, since fish have 
failed to present the desired media. 

If the lucky thing has happened the 
world cannot be sure of it, however, for 
a year or two. Tubercular patients even 
in the last stages of the disease are pro- 
verbially hopeful. There may be tem- 
porary improvement followed by re- 
lapse. When Koch introduced his tu- 
berculin remedy thefe were apparently 
many remarkable recoveries. But these 
did not last. 

In the opinion of competent men, 
efter Friedman has a record of several 
thousand cases a year or two old, then 
it will be possible to form a fair judg- 
ment of the value of his remedy. Per- 
sons suffering from tuberculosis should 
waste no time or money in making the 
trip East to meet the German doctor. 
They should devote themselves to get- 
ting well under the treatment of a com- 
petent regular practitioner.

Informs Chairman Under- 
wood at a White House 
Conference Party Prom- 
ises Are Not Kept, That It 
Won't Do and That Sched- 
ule Must Be Redrafted. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 2. — President 
Wilson last night asserted his’ leader- 
ship of the Democratic party and began 
the fight for tariff reform. 

The Ppesident and Chairman Under- 
wood of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee conferred at the White House for 
two hours. Mr. Wilson told the ma- 
jority leader that the bill prepared by 
the Democratic majority of the Ways 
and Means Committee was not a thor- 
oughly Democratic bill, and that it must 
be rewritten in parts before he would 
lend it the backing ef the administra- 
tion. | 

President Wilson, since March 2, when 
the bill was laid before him for inspec- 
tion, discovered that the promises of 
the party to reduce the cost of living 
by putting the necessaries of life on the 
free list, had not been carried out in 
the bill, and told Underwood he could 
not accept it for that reason. 

After a minute inspection of- the bill 
the President found that in most cases 
there had been a genuine honest effort 
to take prohibitive rates off many man- 
ufactured articles, especially the prod- 
ucts of trusts, and that the effort had 
succeeded fairly. 

Revenue Tariff Stops Short, 

When it came to the foodstuffs Mr. 
Wilson found there had been a sudden 
change of front and the policy of a 
tariff for revenue only had _ stopped 
short. He showed Mr. Underwood that 
there were evident signs of ‘“‘log-roll- 
ing’’ and trades throughout the sched- 
ules covering the necessaries of life. 

Mr. Wilson’s examination of the bill 
developed that the necessaries of life of 
the poor were the things which the 
tariff makers had overlooked. 

Mr. Underwood told the President 
that he had done the best that he could 
under the circumstances, but that he 
had been unable to hold the committee 
when it came to interfering. with the 
products of the farmer. He told the 
President he would giadly take the bill 
back to the committee and ‘ask for u“ 
reconsideration. 

The President reminded Mr. Under- 
wood that the Democratic party already 
had passed four tariff bills and support- 
ed the Canadian reciprocity pact and 
that the proposed cuts in the foodstufis 
did not measure up with the implied 
promises carried by the party in its 
attitude on the reciprocity pact. At the 
conclusion of the conference, Mr. Un- 
derwood assured the President that lie 
believed the committee would do every- 
thing required to bring the bill up to 
the standard outlined. 

It is Common gossip about the capito! 
that several members of the Ways and 
Means Committee who have voted 
“high” on every schedule can be shak- 
en from their positions by the Presi- 
dent. It is said that several of hese 
men who are anxious “to stand in” at 
the White House will be perfectly 


dent and that their votes 
in a complete change in the schedule 
condemned by Mr. Wilson. 

The silk schedule has been so 
that members of the committee are 
satisfied it will result in enough -im- 
portance’ to force American manufac- 
turers to market an article that will 
stand up against foreign competition 
or get ont of business.
